A blood pressure reading will 
have two numbers, 120/80 for 
example. The top number is the 
systolic pressure.

Having a 
trained professional do the check 
is much more accurate.’ 

Generally, a reading of 120/80 
is within a ‘‘normal" range 
Over 160/95 indicates high blood 

ure but this varies depend 

ing on age and health. Blood 
pressure may also vary during 
the day, depending on how 
active one has been 

“More than one reading may 
be iy to determine what 
is normal for you,”’ said Davis. 

High blood pressure is treated 
through a number of ways. Stop-

ping smoking, weight reduction, 
exercise and relaxation may 
help. In some cases, reducing 
salt, caffeine and fat in the diet, 
or taking medication may be 
necessary. Only your doctor can 
tell you which is right for you. 
“Treating high blood pressure 
is a lifelong process. If you sud- 
denly stop taking high blood 
Peeesure medication, you could 
ring on a stroke,”’ Davis said. 
‘It is necessary t> continue 
taking medication or practicing 
whatever techniques you use to 
control your blood pressure, 
even if you feel good. Hyperten- 
sion may have no symptoms, but 
it can be deadly.”’

Davis sees between 45 and 60 
people during the hour. 

“Some of the people appear 
every week, others once a month 
or once every six months if they 
don’t usually have a problem. 
The important thing is that they 
have their blood pressure nee 
ed periodically. en, if they: do: 
have a problem, I can tell them 
and refer them to their physi- 
cian.”” 

A person with high blood pres- 


sure may look and feel fine 
However, high blood pressure, if 
left untreated, can lead to heart 
attack, stroke or kidney disease. 
The higher the blood pressure, 
the shorter the life expectancy 

Nearly 3.5 million people in 
Illinois have an increased risk of 
illness and death due to hyper- 
tension (high blood pressure) 
An estimated 1 million are not 
aware of their condition, and 
another 600,000 are aware of it 
but not controlling their condi 
tion.

Social Security number

Following are pec questions received of the 
Social Security Administration 

Q. I noticed the other day that my Social Securi 
ty number is higher than my boss’s even though 
be is many years older than me Why is that? 

A. Your date of birth has no relation to your 
number. 

The first three numbers on your Social Security 
card generally indicate the state of residence at 
the time someone applies for their first card Orig- 
imally the lowest numbers were assigned to east 
ern states 

The middle two digits break the numbers into 
blocks. In the past, local Social Security offices 
assigned numbers. The middle digits were used to 
keep track of the numbers each office was issuing 
That way two people in different parts of the same 
state would not be issued the same number All 
numbers are now assigned by a central office 

The last four digits are a simple numerical pro- 
gression. 

Q. How long does it take to get back all of the 
Social Security taxes you pay once you start draw- 
ing benefits? 

‘A. Workers with average earnings who retired 
at age 65 in 1988 paid about $12,000 in Social Secu- 
rity taxes while they were working At their bene 
fit rate of $626 per month, they will recover their 
investment in less than two years. Both the 
employee’s and employer's contributions will be 
recovered in less than four years. 

The average male retiree collects benefits for 15 
years before he dies The average female collects 
for 20. So the average beneficiary will receive sev 
eral times what they paid in 

Recovery times for future retirees will be longer 
because of increases in tax rates A worker with 
average earnings who retires in 2010, for example 


will recover his tax payments in about 30 months 
Q. I started getting Social Security benefits this 
year Will I have to pay income tax on them?

A. Generally, your benefits are not taxable, if 
your total income is less than $25,000 for a single 
person or less than $32,000 for a couple filing. a 
joint return. 

If your income was higher than that, the ‘sanionagit 
of benefits that are taxable is one-half of the 
income exceeding the $25,000 or $32,000, but -no 
more than one-half of the Social Security pay 
ments you received for that year 

There is a special definition of income for this 
law 

Income that is counted includes adjustable Gross 
income plus any tax-exempt interest plus one-half 
of the Social Security benefits received that year 

There are different rules for married people fil 
ing separately There also are different jes for 
benefits received this year that were due ig a 
prior year. For more information call the IRS a 
ask for Publication 915 

Q. My doctor insists that I get regular mam 
mography screening. Will Medicare pay for them” 

A. That service is not currently covered, by 
Medicare beginning Jan. 1, 1990 for elderly, and 
disabled beneficiaries. Woman 65 and older will-be 

covered for an exam every other year. Disable 
women could be covered more often depending on 
age and risk 

This provision is part of the Catastrophic Health 
Insurance legislation passed in 1988.

When people talk about walk 
ing as a form of exercise they 
generally like it for two different 
reasons. One group hkes it

Levine says the health benefits 
of sport walking are becoming 
increasingly popular 

“Most walkers burn an aver 
age of 100 calories per mile 
she says “'At 6 mph you actual 
ly are burning more calories by 
walking than you would if you 
were jogging Joggers build up 
momentum. You don't have that 
momentum when you walk.’ 

In addition to burning calones 
there is a variety of other bene- 
fits to sport walking, Levine 
says 

it ‘increases oxygen to mus. 
cles, increases circulation, raises 
the basal metabolism rate. 
builds muscle mass and firms 
muscles, increases lung capaci- 
ty, helps prevent osteoporosis by 
strengthing bones, strengthens 
the heart muscle, helps control 
blood pressure, slows down the 
aging process, reduces stress 
and clears the head and stimu- 
lates creative thinking,”’ she 
says 

While most people who sport 
walk do it an average of 432 
miles per day as part of their 
normal routine, in order for 
walking to be an effective form 
of exercise it needs to be done at 
a consistent pace for more than 
just a few minutes, Levine says 

“The ideal level of exercise 
for many walkers would be four- 
to five-mile wall three to four 
times per week,’’ she says. ‘‘But 
remember to build to that dis- 
tance slowly. A 20-minute walk 
is fine when you start out.” 

It is important to be flexible 
about where and when you walk, 
Levine says 

“Walking shouldn't become 
boring,’’ she says. ‘‘Vary the 
route you walk and the time of 
day.

Some of the specific proposals 
included: more funding for anti- 
stoking public | service 
announcements; forbidding the 
sale of tobacco products through 
vending machines; increasing 
tobacco excise taxes; and fur- 
ther regulating smoking in pub- 
lic places 

Most of the proposals made in 
the report are already embodied 
in some form or another in the 
more than 15 anti-smoking bills 
pending in both the House and 
Senate 

“Each year, smoking costs the 
American economy $65 billion in 
health care and lost productivi- 
ty, including nearly $9 billion in 
medical costs paid by the feder- 
al government,’’ said Durbin, 
D-Springfield, Il., who co-chairs 
the new task force

rent moves beyond just recogni- 
tidbn to legislative action on 
évery level.”

Quick! Make a mental list of 
everything in your wallet. 

Now, where are the phone 
numbers you'd call if you lost all 
those credit cards? 

If you're like most people, you 
probably don’t have them writ- 
fen down anywhere. And if your 
cards were lost or stolen, you 
wouldn’t know how to report the 
loss. 

That could cost you money. If 
you don’t report the loss of your 
credit cards, you are responsible 


for the first $50 of unauthorized 
made on each card. 

‘ou are not liable for any unau 
thorized use that occurs after a 
reported loss. In no case will you 
owe more than $50 per card. 

If you are like the average 
cardholder and cai six credit 
cards, your responsibility could 
add up quickly. Losing just six 
credit cards — and failing to 
report the loss quickly — could 
cost you $300. 

In just 15 minutes, you could 
probably make a list of every- 
thing in your wallet and the 
Phone numbers you would need 
fo report them lost or stolen 


Begin by making a list of all 
your credit cards, the issuing 
financial institutions and the 
credit card numbers. Or, take 
your credit cards to a copy 
*~ machine, lay them face-down, 
and make a copy. Add to the list 
your driver’s license number, 
Social Security number, insur- 
ance policy numbers and any 
other important information you

Next, record on the list the 
telephone numbers to call to 
rt a loss.

Ford Museum and village 
honors country’s culture

The inventive and inquisitive 
automobile baron Henry Ford 
had a_burnii desire to assem- 
ble a collection of Americana 
that would reflect the nation’s 
progress as it mechanized its 
way into the lives of people 
across the country 

Greenfield Village and the 
Henry Ford Museum in Dear- 
born, Mich., are the results of 
Ford’s enthusiasm, and the 
side-by-side attractions bring 
more than 1 million visitors 
every year to see what he 
assembled. 

The historic complex was built 
by the auto giant as a tribute to 
the country’s culture and 
resourcefulness. It is a reminder 
of the country’s traditional val 
ues and illustrates its transfor- 
mation from a rural agricultural 
society to an industrial nation. 

Homes, shops, mills, stores, 
laboratories and other structures 
that figured in the lives of out- 
standing individuals were moved 
here from all parts of the coun- 
try and restored on the grounds. 
You can sense the greatness as 
you walk jtbsoush the Wright 
brothers’ bicycle shop where 
they designe and built their 
first airplane, Edison’s Menlo 
Park Laboratory complex, the 
courthouse in which Abraham 
Lincoln practiced law, and the 
homes and buildings where such 
men as Noah Webster, Luther 
Burbank, George Washington 
Carver, Stephen Foster and Ford 
lived and worked 

Ford’s friend Thomas A. Edi- 
son was the central figure in the 
devélopment of Greenfield Vil- 
lage. Edison's workshops, labo- 
ratories and other structures 
were brought together and pre 
served as a monument to his 
brilliance, from the incandescent 
light to the phonograph, and 400 
other inventions originated in 
only" 10 years. 

Costumed ‘‘residents” in peri 
od dress are at many of the 
nearly t00 authentically restored 
homes, furnishing a detailed his 
tory, of the surroundings, while 
craftsmen in the _ buildings 
explain and demonstrate work- 
ing life during that era 

During good-weather months 
vintage cars and trucks putt-putt 
along the streets, passing slower 
horse-drawn carriages, and for a 
few dollars visitors can be pas- 
sengers. There also are narrated 
carriage tours and a turn-of-the 
century steam train ride around 
the grounds. A steamboat cruise 
circles a small island at Suwa- 
nee Park, an amusement area

with a 1913 carousel, antique 
coin arcade, a restaurant and a 
popular Victorian ice cream 
shop. 

In workshops visitors watch 
lass blowers, tinsmiths, potters, 
lacksmiths, a wheelwright, mil- 
liner and various artisans 
explain their trades and go 
about their tasks. Nearby. 
skilled laborers harness the pow- 
er of an early industrial Ameri- 
ca im mills, machine shops, a 
foundry and other plants 

Hearty meals are served to 
visitors in the 1830s Eagle Tav- 
ern, an old hotel and stagecoach 
stop. The decor, serving style, 
costumed waitresses and house 
rules transport guests back to 
the mid-19th century 

A few steps away is the 12- 
acre building housing the Henry 
Ford Museum. The center por- 
tion of its facade is a scale repli- 
ca of Philadelphia's Indepen- 
dence Hall 

In fall 1987 the museum 
unveiled ‘‘The Automobile in 
American Life,” its first major 
renovation in more than 50 
years. The permanent exhibit 
reflects how the automobile has 
affected everyday life in the 20th 
century. New businesses were 
created to serve the driver and 
his passengers, and certain com- 
forts moved closer to the road. A 
1941 tourist cabin, a_1946 road- 
side diner, a 1940s Texaco ser. 
vice station, a 1950s drive-in 
movie, a 1960 Holiday Inn guest 
room, and a Single-arch 
McDonald's sign, along with 
original graphics materials, film 
clips, and video presentations 
blend into one of the world’s 
most complete car collections 

Visitor? can tour the museum 
on their own, or take advantage 
of a one-hour guided tour three 
times a day 

One mile away is Henry 
Ford's 1915 Fair Lane estate. 
The 56-room mansion has eight 
fireplaces, 15 baths, and cost 
nearly $1.9 million to build. A 
six-level ywerhouse made the 
estate self-sufficient in power, 
heat, electricity, and even ice, 
and is connected to the mansion 
by a tunnel. In what once housed 
the swimming pool is the Pool 
Restaurant, featuring moderate- 
ly priced lunches. For visitors 
who want to tune in the Ford 
legacy it is a mandatory stop 

The Fair Lane estate is open

For a more lei- 
surely pace, take two days to 
thoroughly enjoy both 

The village and the museum 
are open 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
year-round, except Thanksgiving 
and Christmas Day. Admission 
is separate to the village and the 
museum, tickets cost $9.50 for 
adults, $8.50 for senior citizens, 
and $4.75 for children ages 5 to 
12. Kids under 5 are free 

A two-day combination ticket 
is available at $16 for adults, 
and $8 for children ages 5 to 12 
From January through mid- 
March there is a single admis- 
sion fee to both attractions, but 
the village buildings are closed 

The indoor-outdoor historical 
complex is located in Dearborn, 
just 12 miles from downtown 
Detroit. Interstates 75, 94 and 
80-90 afford convenient driving 
from all directions. The Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport is only 15 
minutes away, and Amtrak ser- 
vice from the east and west

Outdoor lighting a bright idea 


Backyard entertaining, dining 
and relaxing are among sum- 
mer’s most Popular pleasures. If 
you and your family relish these 
activilies, outdoor lighting offers 
a way to extend your enjoyment 
into the evening hours 

Outdoor lighting also helps 
protect the safety of family and 
friends all year long, and serves 
as a deterrent to prowlers. 

I have a few helpful tips and 
instructions that should make 
your do-it-yourself lighting proj 
ect easier and neater 

Before beginning, check the 
local building codes regarding 
outdoor lightin The codes 
should be followed carefully 

I always insist on using 
“direct burial’? cable for under 
ground wiring. Shoppers can 
identify this type of cable by the 
letters UF on the label. UF, 
which stands for Underground 
Feeder, designates that the prod- 
uct is outdoor cable that can be 
buried. This cable is able to 
withstand the elements and 


increase the life of your wiring 
job. Low-voltage cable ans be 
used for the 12- or 24-volt light- 
ing systems that are used for 
accent lighting 

I install conduit to cover any 
exposed cable. Lawn mowers 
and hedge-trimming devices can 
wreak havoc on an outdoor wir- 
ing job and cause a safety haz- 
ard. Conduit protects your cable 
and guards against potential 
danger. Again, check codes on 
the specific use of conduit. Some 
areas may require that the 
entire cable, both underground 
and above, be covered by con- 
duit. 

I recommend always burying 
UF cable 18 inches deep. This 
will protect it from any future 
projects that involve digging 

Low-voltage cable also should 
be buried at that depth in all 
areas except decorative land- 
scaped sections where digging is 
not done. In these areas, low- 
voltage cable may be laid on the 
ground and then covered with 


mulch or decorative rock, But 
remember to bury any portion 
that is being extended beydnd 
the decorative section 


When deciding on electrical 
outlets to connect my outdoor 
wiring, I always use weather- 

roof boxes and receptacles. 

ese are common and available 
in flush-mounted or surface- 
mounted styles. 


Finally, and most important, 
before beginning any wiring job 
indoors or outdoors, I shut off 
the current at the main switch 
before I tie-in the connection 


Using my helpful tips, you will 
soon be settling back in your 
lawn chair waiting for the stars 
to come out.

Plumbing, cooling checks save 
repair costs, ensure comfort 


The pleasant weather of spring 
and early summer make this 
period of the year a popular 
time for home maintenance 

When making out your check- 
list of projects and services 
needed, don't overlook the 
plumbing, heating and cooling 
systems, advises the Plumbing- 
Heating-Cooling Information 
Bureau 

“Routine maintenance on 
these systems now will save you 
on costly repairs later,’’ said 
David L. Weiner, Bureau execu- 
tive director. ‘Annual checkups 
will keep your plumbing, furnace 
and air conditioner in top work- 
ing order.’ 

The bureau suggests including 
the following in your fix-up 
plans 

*Have leaky faucets fixed or 
replaced. An average leak can 
cost $40 a year. Leaky toilet 
tanks should be repaired as well 
They can waste just as much. 

Check to see if your water 
heater is functioning properly by 
draining a bucket or two of 
water from the valve at the bot- 
tom of the unit. Turn the valve 
on and off in rapid succession 
when draining the water to stir 
up the sediment settled at the 
bottom of the heater. Examine 
the valve for any water leakage. 


The flame under a gas water 
heater also should be checked. It 
should appear blue with yellow 
tips. If it is mostly yellow or if 
you see a layer of soot and car- 
bon, the flue ways may be 
clogged. Don’t try anything 
yourself at this point. Call a pro- 
fessional plumbing-heating-cool- 
ing contractor to investigate the 
situation. 

*Have your contractor check 
your heating-cooling system on 
an annual basis. The contractor 
will be able to detect and elimi- 
nate inefficiencies that can 
reduce our fuel consumption by 
as much as 10 percent.

*Make sure your air-condition- 
ing unit is ready for a heavy 
summer workout. Check the 
shrubbery around the outdoor 
condenser and do a little trim- 
ming if nec: Accumulated 
dirt, leaves other debris 
increase electricity consumption 
and decrease efficiency. 


*Check closely for air leaks in 
duct work, especially at connec- 
tion points. Leaks can_ be 
repaired with duct tape. Duct 
work exposed to outside or attic 
air must be insulated for addi- 
tional reduction of heat transfer. 


*Underground sprinkler 
systems should be tested for 
leaks. If puddles form on your 
lawn, you Probably have seepage 
in some of the lines. Be sure to 
cut the grass around the sprin- 
kler heads carefully to ensure 
even spray distribution. 


*Your home's rain gutters and 
downspouts should be kept clear 
of leaves and other debris so 
that excess water does not col- 
lect around the foundation and 
seep into your basement.

The vast expanses of outer 
space may hold fewer secrets 
than the 24 inches of soil just 
below the surface of any back-

If scientists can unlock the 
secrets in_that 24 inches, called 
the root zone, the result could be 
crops that thrive even in drought 

other inhospitable settings, 
said Richard W. Zobel of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 

He said that while t root 
zone may look like table, 
even boring place, it’s actually a 
teeming world of minerals, gas 
es, water and all sorts of life 
worms, insects and microorgan 
isms, to name a few 

How these underground ten- 
ants all get along is one of the 
questions scientists must answer, 
Zobel said. He is a plant geneti- 
cist with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Agricultural 
Research Service (ARS) 

“We don't even begin to thor 
oughly understand what happens 
in the root zone, although we're 
slowly pulling it together,"’ said 
Zobel, of the ARS Plant, Soil and 
Nutrition Research Laboratory 
at Ithaca, N.Y
